view he would be willing to go 
anywhere and meet with anyone 
for the purpose. 
Gromyko said he brought to 
Johnson a message of best wish­ 
es from the Soviet leaders — the 
men who replaced Premier Nik­ 
ita Khrushchev bi mid-October. 
An ©artier meeting between 
Rusk and Gromyko over lunch

produced what U.S.

Political Foe 
Eyes Coolition 


GEORGETOWN, British Gui­ 
ana (AP) — Opposition leader 
Forbes Burnham today rejected 
maneuvers by Premier Cheddi 
Jagan to remain in the govern­ 
ment of British Guiana. 
Burnham turned down J a- 
gan’s overture to join forces 
with him and said instead he 
would form a government with 
the support of the country’s 
third party, Peter D’Aguiar’s 
ultraconservative United Force. 
He said D’Aguiar had offered to 
support him. 
Jagan, who won a plurality 
but not a majority in the voting, 
said he would fight efforts to 
install a coalition of Burnham’s 
Negro People’s National Con­ 
gress and the United Force. 
Had Jagan teamed up with 
Burnham, 
he 
could 
have 
claimed credit for any govern­ 
ment 
accomplishmetns. 
With 
East Indians outnumbering the 
Negroes 3 to 2, this would have 
given him a good chance for 
victory in the next election. 
A moderate Socialist, Burn­ 
ham had refused to ally himself 
with the radical Jagan on other 
occasions. 
Jagan achieved a vote plurali­ 
ty, just as he did in becoming 
the colony’s first premier in 
1961. But he did not get a major­ 
ity, which was necessary to stay 
in power under the proportional 
representation system the Brit­ 
ish adopted to get Jagan out. 


Ohio Reapportionment Measure 
Slated To Go On Ballot in May 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Sen­ 
ate approval of House-adopted 
reapportionment broke a legis­ 
lative log jam that apparently 
will bring an end to the General 
Assembly’s special session early 
next week. 
The upper chamber, with con­ 
ference committee action on 
congressional redistricting the 
final obstacle, turned today to a 
flock of House bills accumulat­ 
ed during the reapportionment 
squabble. 
House 
members were sent 
home Wednesday, subject to re­ 
call by telegram, by Speaker 
Roger Cloud, R-Logan, who said 
he expected the special session 


would end early next week, pos­ 
sibly Tuesday. 
Senate Majority Leader C. 
Stanley Mechem, R-Athens, saw 
only “ an outside chance” that 
matters could be wrapped up 
before the end of the special ses­ 
sion’s fiftr week. 
Majority Republicans, dead­ 
locked in caucus for two days 
over the House-approved reap­ 
portionment resolution, muster­ 
ed their 20th and decisive Sen­ 
ate vote Wednesday when Sen. 
Robin 
T. 
Turner, 
R-Seneca, 
yielded to pressure from his 
GOP colleagues. All 12 Demo­ 
crats on hand voted against it. 
Turner had withheld what he 
called “the 20th vote” because 


of reported dissatisfaction over 
a 
congressional 
redistricting 
plan. 
“ I support this resolution with 
serious 
reservations 
and 
be­ 
cause we all know something 
has to be done,” Turner told 
the Senate. 
A three-fifths majority of the 
33-member upper chamber was 
needed to adopt the resolution 
which now goes before the vot­ 
ers in the May primary. Sen. 
John C. Smith, D-Montgomery, 
was absent. 
With reapportionment out of 
the way, the Senate-House con­ 
ference committee named to 
iron out differences on congres­ 
sional redistricting was expected 


to get down to business today 
House and Senate versions of I 
the redistricting bill were wide- j 
ly divergent but Rep. Charles 
F. Kurfess, R-Wood, a member' 
of the six-man conference com-! 
mittee, indicated agreement on 
disputes involving Montgomery 
and Summit c o u n t i e s could 
speed the committee’s work. 
The reapportionment resolu­ 
tion, which grew out of the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s “one man, one 
vote” decision earlier this year, 
provides that members of the 
Ohio House be elected on the 
basis of one member for every 
69,32 population.

Foil Red Attack 


BA DUA, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Four U.S. Army advis­ 
ers cornered in a small building 
by attacking Viet Cong infantry 
early today called in air burst 
artillery right on top of them­ 
selves to drive off the enemy.

died during the past two days of 
hard fighting in South Viet Nam 
as the Communist Viet Cong 
intensify their effort to overrun 
the country. Another American 
is missing.

has launched its winter-spring 
offensive. Beginning last week 
end, 
Communist 
attacks

creased sharply.

bushes at scattered points in 
mountainous central Viet Nam 
aroused belief that the Viet 
Cong hopes to drive government 
forces from that area adjacent 
to Communist North Viet Nam. 
A U.S. Army officer killed 
Wednesday in a battle to retake 
a hill raised to 232 the number 
of Amercians who have died in 
combat in South Viet Nam since 
December 1961. 
A U.S. spokesman said an 
American enlisted man and an 
Australian officer were wound­ 
ed in the same battle near the 
provincial capital of Tam Ky, 
about 350 miles northeast of Sai­ 
gon. Several hundred Viet Cong 
overran the fortified hill before 
government forces fought their 
way back. 
Earlier, the Viet Cong killed a 
U.S. Army officer in a highway 
ambush in Phu Yen Province, 
230 miles northeast of Saigon 
along the South China Sea. 
A helicopter gunner was killed 
and a U.S. Army adviser was 
missing and presumed dead or 
captured in fighting Tuesday for 
a fortified hill in the An Lao 
mountain 
valley, 
300 
miles 
northeast 
of 
Saigon. 
Three 
American soldiers were killed 
Tuesday when the Viet Cong 
overran a small outpost at the 
southern tip of Viet Nam. 
In 
the 
Communist-infested 
Mekong Delta, a powerful Viet 
Cong force attacked a govern­ 
ment battalion early today at 
Ba Dua, 45 miles southwest of 
Saigon. 
Government forces reportedly 
beat off the attack in a half-hour 
battle, killing an estimated 50 
Viet Cong. Twelve government

and

wounded. 
American 
advisers 
took part in the defense but 
none was reported wounded. 


FBI Presents 
Evidence in 
Slaying of Trio 


MERIDIAN, Miss. (AP) - An 
FBI agent told a U.S. commis­ 
sioner today he had a confession 
signed by one of 21 men charged 
in connection with the killing of 
three civil rights workers.

grounds it was “ hearsay” evi­ 
dence. 
The report of the alleged 
confession came at a prelimi­ 
nary hearing before Commis­ 
sioner Esther Carter for 19 of 
the 2 men arrested last Friday. 
Henry Rasp, 39, FBI agent 
from Atlanta, Ga., told Miss 
Carter he got a confession in the 
killing from Horace Doyle Bar­ 
nette, 25, last November. 
Miss Carter ruled Rasp could 
not give details of the alleged 
confession. 
Defense 
attorneys 
requested a copy of the alleged 
confession 
and 
Miss 
Carter 
called a recess to study the 
question of admitting it as evi­ 
dence. 
Nineteen of those arrested 
were charged with conspiring 
to interfere with the federal 
rights of the three youths. The 
other two were charged as ac­ 
cessories. 
Only the state can file a mur­ 
der charge. It has made no 
move to do so.

sources said the 
FBI information would be out­ 
lined to Dist. Atty. W. H. John­ 
son for possible state action aft­ 
er the preliminary hearing.

N e w Regime in Kremlin Bares Economic Policies 


MOSCOW (AP) _ After the 
ouster of Nikita Khrushchev, 
doubts were raised over what 
direction tile new regime would 
take. 
The new leaders have given 
the answer. They echoed Khru­ 
shchevs professed concern for 
more 
and 
better 
consumer 
goods. 
The mass of figures, percent­ 
ages and estimates presented to 
the Suprem Soviet appeared to 
have provided a clearer picture 
of the new Gremlin regimes 
present economic policies. 
The major outlines of these 
policies were: 
Greater effort toward increas­ 
ing tile population’s meager ra­ 
tions of food, housing, and con­ 
sumer goods; 
A de-emphasis on big chem­ 
istry investments: 
A similar easing of invest­ 
ments in agriculture, probably 
in hope that the private plots

Nevertheless, the packing plan 
was defeated after 168 days of 
bitter parliamentary maneuver. 
The labor union chieftains are 
now exuding what can only be 
described as a Tommy Corcoran- 
type of confidence that they can 
get quick action in Congress to 
knock out the Taft-Hartley Act’s 
14B, which currently allows any 
individual state to pass a right- 
to-work law. But labor’s Congres­ 
sional supporters may have to 
reckon with the counter-strategy 
that is already forming, a coun­ 
ter - strategy which scents the 
possibility that a fight over 14-B 
can be turned into the court pack 
plan of the new J o h n s o n Ad­ 
ministration. 
Since there are forty Senators 
who come from right-to-work 
states, and since the unions have 
no absolute power over the rules 
committee or the l a b o r com 
mittee in the H ou se of Repre­ 
sentatives, 
the coimter-strate 
gists have hopes that they can 
find Democrats to carry the ball. 
One g a m b i t being considered 
is to “roll with the punch” when 
the unions insist on opening up 
the Taft-Hartley Act for revi­ 
sion. The idea would be to insist 
that if one section of Taft-Hart­ 
ley is to be made subject to 
change, then other sections must 
also be open to amendment 
But what sort of amendment 
c o u l d help the counter-strate 
gists? It so happens that the U 
S. Supreme C o u r t has ruled 
in cases appealed from courts in 
G e o r g i a and North Carolina 
that union use of dues for polit! 
cal activity is an infringement of 
the civil rights of individual un 
ion members. The cases have 
b e e n returned to the lower 
courts for consideration of dam 
ages to those who brought th 
suits originally. Now, to let 
a 
court ascertain the exact amount 
of damage to complaining union 
members, the unions would have 
to open their books to show what 
percentage of dues money has 
gone to support legitimate col­ 
lective bargaining activity, and 


what percentage has been used 
to further labor’s political aims. 
The unions, of course, balk at 
any effort to apply mathematics 
to their use of money. 
There is where the counter­ 
strategists think they may have 
the unions on the hip when it 
comes to opening up the Taft- 
Hartley Act to amendment. The 
counter • strategists are tenta­ 
tively proposing to offer an am­ 
endment to the p a r t i c u l a r 
section of Taft-Hartley that now 
permits union shop agreements 
in states that don’t specifically 
prohibit them. To the clause that 
now allows u n i o n shop agree­ 
ments, the counter - strategists 
would add a proviso that would 
limit union shop recognition to 
unions that “ agree to limit the 
collection of dues and assess­ 
ments to an amount equal to the 
cost of carrying out collective 
bargaining.” 
This would force all union shop 
unions to operate in a goldfish 
bowl. 
The 
counter- strategists are 
confident that the unions would 
rather forego a repeal of 14B 
than submit to a pitiless public­ 
ity that might keep them from 
paying full salaries to officials 
who spend part of their time in 
political “education.” 
Thei*e is a distinct possibility, 
of course, that Lyndon Johnson 
may prefer to string the unions 
a I o n g in the m atter of 14B re­ 
peal. Johnson was around in 1937, 
and he surely recalls what the 
court packing plan did to shatter 
the Democratic harmony that 
had been built up by the astound­ 
ing l a n d s l i d e of November, 
1936. If the President gets any 
hint that a fight over 14B might 
become a party-splitting matter,

The unions, however, are hun­ 
gry. The argument that t h e y 
should be satisfied with s u c h 
things as a new minimum wage 
law and medicare tied to social 
security does not go down with 
them.

BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The Christmas shoplifter may 
nm into some new traps 
this 
holiday season. 
But even closed circuit tele­ 
vision, two-way radios and other 
modern devices can’t stop all 
the pilferers—mostly amateurs 
—who work crowded stores. 
An Associated Press survey 
during this heavy holiday shop­ 
ping period, when shoplifting as 
well as sales tend to increase, 
shows that: 
1. Shoplifters are using the 
same old methods. 
2. Most stores have stepped 
up precautions against “boost­ 
ers,” as the thieves are called 
3. There appears to be an in­ 
crease in shoplifting, despite the 
most modern safeguards. 
The Better Business Bureau of 
Central Ohio says the most art­ 
ful boosters appear to be wom­ 
en. Large pocketbooks, shopping 
bags, pockets and undergar­ 
ments that are part of the fe­ 
male shoppers’ ordinary cos­ 
tume contribute to their success. 
One police official said a large 
percentage of women shoplifters 
are teen-age girls from “good 
families” who do it for “kicks.’ 
One Cleveland department 
store executive said shoplifting 
is on the increase, mainly be 
cause of teen-agers who “think 
it’s smart to come out of a big 
store with several items they 
didn’t pay for.” 
A woman guard at a store 
added, 
“You’d 
be 
surprised 
where they hide the stuff.” 
Anti - shoplifting 
campaigns 
are such secrets many depart 
ment stores decline to discuss 
safeguards against shoplifters. 
But Shillito’s in Cincinnati em 
ploys a protection setup that con 
sists of a manager, 23 officers 
and two German shepherd dogs 
This staff uses closed-circuit 
television, two-way radios and 
IBM machines to battle pilfer 
ing. 
The manager at the Cincin 
nati store says the national loss 
to thefts is around 1.8 per cent 
of total sales. 
“Ours is less than I per cent, 
he says. It was around 1.3 per 
cent just three years ago. Those 
may be just percentage points 
to some people—but it is many 
thousands of dollars to us.” 
At Shillito’s, IBM machines 
have told detection experts that 
Saturday is the worst day for 
shoplifting. And the afternoon is 
the worst time. And men and 
womens 
sportswear 
depart 
ments are the hardest hit. 
The closed circuit television 
camera replaces watchmen by 
scanning 
locked 
warehouses, 
loading docks and dark corners. 
The dogs are used to flush bur­ 
glars and shoplifters from stores 
after they close. 
Other methods are used to 


combat the problem. 
One Cleveland store shows Its 
employes a new film which de­ 
picts techniques shoplifters use. 
This is an effort to make all 
workers conscious of the prob­ 
lem. 
Another official said that most 
of those on store security staffs 
are women because a man can 
be spotted easily as a store de­ 
tective in too many depart­ 
ments. 
Roy Stage of the Columbus 
Retail 
Merchants 
Association 
says about 97 per cent of the 
people arrested for shoplifting 
are amateurs. 
“The pros move from city to 
city and like to work alone,” he 
said. 
One professional, serving 
prison term, puts it this way: 
“A professional shoplifter isn’t 
too particular about what he 
steals so long as it meets two 
requirements; it has to be rea­ 
sonably portable, and it has to 
be something he can sell for 
good price.” 
Different store owners used 
varied approaches. The manag 
er of Sears, Roebuck & Co. in 
Mount Vernon said his employ 
es are issued pamphlets on 
ways to prevent shoplifting. 
“Our people are aware of most 
of the shoplifters’ tricks and we 
rely on their alertness,” said 
manager Kenneth Gordon. 
Another executive said some­ 
times store personnel get an as­ 
sist from men waiting while 
their wives shop. 
“These men sometimes look 
like floorwalkers and unwittingly 
help to prevent shoplifting.” 
“The shoplifters can steal just 
about anything they want to if 
they put their minds to it,” * 
Springfield owner said. 
We can trail someone all over 
the store and never see them 
get a thing, but when we finally 
stop them 
and check them, 
they’ll have as many as a doz­ 
en different item 
hidden on 
t h e m. It’s amazing to watch 
them do it.” 
Several stores use large mir­ 
rors strategically situated to 
help detect shoplifters who may 
seek secluded corners in which 
to switch price tags or conceal 
stolen merchandise. 
Another owner reports a varia­ 
tion of shoplifting—seeking re­ 
funds at check-out counters for 
merchandise that has been sto 
ien. One Marion official said “if 
we spot a known shoplifter in 
our store, we notify other mer 
chants through a telephone chain 
warning system so that they 
also may be on guard.” 
Several stores use bell system 
codes to alert their employes 
when a shoplifter is working the 
store. 
One factor that may help is 


that more and more courts are 
sending shoplifters to jail, rath­ 
er than making them pay fines. 
In Shaker Heights, 
acting 
Judge John A. Fettermon said 
many smaller stores have been 
hit so hard “they are finding it 
difficult to stay in business.” 
One Canton operator says 
“ifs the same old pattern of 
shoplifting—children and adults 
take things for their own use 
while the professional steals for 
niresale.” 
Another executive said ’’it is 
a known fact that more goods 
are stolen by employes than by 
outsiders.” 
A detective in Hamilton be­ 
lieves that advance publicity 
that plain clothes officers will 
be in stores makes the shoplift­ 
er “think twice before attempt­ 
ing to pilfer. 
A Middletown merchant put it 
this way, “shoplifters are the 
cleverest people on earth. You 
can’t catch them at new meth­ 
ods they are using until they a1 
ready have developed even nw 
er methods.” 
Perhaps the biggest innova­ 
tion to the shoplifting trade this 


holiday season is the hairspray 
addict. 
Merchants in Akron and Bar­ 
berton agree that all too often 
a cute teen-age girl looking at 
hair spray is planning to steal, 
not buy. 
“This reason is that a girl 
with one of those bouffant hair-

suite. Then Nixon and the form­ 
er president talked separately. 
Goldwater said the three all 
hope the rift between GOP mod­ 
erates, some of them out to oust 
Republican National Chairman 
Dean Burch, and the party’s 
conservative wing can be healed 
before the National Committee 
meets in Chicago Jan. 22 and 23. 
Th 
committee 
will 
decide 
then whether to keep Burch as 
chairman. 
Both Eisenhower and Nixon 
said they told Goldwater the 
party needs a broadly based 
leadership in the months ahead. 
Nixon put it this way: 
“We feel, and Sen. Goldwater 
agreed, that the national com­ 
mittee must have broad-based 
support — not unanimity, but a 
majority of one is not enough.” 
He made the comment after 
telling newsmen that Burch’s 
own polls indicate the chairman 
now has the National Commit­ 
tee votes he needs to hold onto 
the post Goldwater gave him. 
Nixon said neither he nor Ei­ 
senhower will say or do any 
thing publicly to influence the 


committee's decision. 
“We do not have a candidate 
for the chairmanship,” he said. 
“ I am not prejudging what the 
National Committee should do.” 
Eisenhower said later, “We 
are going to have to have a 
leadership that satisfies by and 
large all of the sections of the 
party and that’s the commit­ 
tee’s responsibility.” 
The three GOP leaders spoke 
separately after their meeting 
while Burch waited across the 
hall from the Eisenhower suite. 
The chairman said he had want­ 
ed to be on hand in case he was 
needed. 
Goldwater spoke to newsmen 
first, standing on a chair in the 
packed lobby of the hotel to 
make a statement with no ques­ 
tions accepted. 
“ We see no impossible task 
ahead,” he said. “We feel that 
unity can be achieved by both 
sides giving in this case, and 
that is what the three of us dedi­ 
cated ourselves to achieving in 
the months ahead. 
“We. all of us, want to see ne 
blood dropping on the ground.” 
Eisenhower called for flexibil­ 
ity on the part of all Republi­ 
cans. 
“If yjou are going to get a con 
sensus anywhere you have got 
to be a little bit flexible,” he 
said. “You can’t put a square 
peg into a round hole.” 
Eisenhower said Goldwater is 
the titular head of the party and 
must take the lead in the drive 
for unity. 
“ We were very anxious that 
there be no blood letting,” he 
said, “No vindictiveness to fur­ 
ther antagonize any portion of 
the party.”

Tax Rule Is 


Said Illegal 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
common pleas court judge has 
ruled that a 1963 personal prop­ 
erty tax bill is unconstitutional. 
Judge Joseph M. Harter said 
Wednesday that the bill is con­ 
trary to Ohio and federal con­ 
stitutions. 
The bill changed the percent­ 
age of a firm’s inventory and 
contesting firms held it gave an 
unfair competitive advantage to 
companies with small inventor­ 
ies.

bill included the Kroger Co., the 
Great Atlantic and Pacific Tea 
Co., and Colonial Stores, Inc.

As he put it last week: “Over 
the past 12 months I have said 
many times that it is my hope 
— and purpose — that govern­ 
ment and business should oper­ 
ate in partnership, not as antag­ 
onists. That will always be my 
goal.” 
This is in keeping with his 
philosophy of “let’s reason to­ 
gether.” 
President Kennedy felt the 
same way until he felt the cap­ 
tains in the steel industry got 
unreasonable. Then he banged 
heads and things never were the 
same again. 
Now 
Johnson 
has 
banged 
heads with the bankers, but he 
wore a rubber cushion, and it 
worked. 
But then Johnson wasn’t in 
the same pickle as Kennedy. So 
even though everything ended 
well and pleasantly this time 
there’s no telling how he’d act if 
the situations were the same. 
They just weren’t. 
The trouble Johnson ran into 
started in England where the 
interest rate was raised on mon­ 
ey borrowed from the govern 
ment to curb borrowing and, as 
a result, slow down the drain on 
British reserves. 
Right 
away 
the 
American 
Federal Reserve raised the in­ 
terest rate on loans it charges to 
U.S. commercial banks. There 
was some danger in this: 
Would American commercial 
banks in turn raise the interest 
rate on loans to American busi­ 
ness and industry? If so, this 
might mean less borrowing, less 
business expansion, and dam­ 
age to this prosperous economy. 
Sure 
enough, 
four 
banks 
raised their rate. It didn’t re­ 
quire radar to see other bankers 
waiting in the wings to do the 
same. Right at the 
start 
of 
Johnson’s new administration, 
the economy was in danger of a 
dive. 
The President’s problem was 
to get tough without doing it the 
way Kennedy got tough. Last 
week he talked to the Business 
Advisory Council, made up of 
more than IOO presidents and 
board chainmen of leading cor 
poraitions. 
He made a long speech on 
how he wished to get along with 
business, how good the economy 
is, how inflation could spoil the 
rosy glow, and how business 
and government should work 
together. 
But right in the middle of it, 
and in just a few paragraphs, he 
took dead aim at the bankers 
Although being very pleasant, 
he warned against the danger of 
upping lending rates. He said: 
“I am confident that Ameri­ 
can bankers will consider the 
long-term interest of the nation 
in sustaining a healthy and vig 
orous rate (rf economic growth.” 
All this was intended to show 
he wasn’t interfering with free 
enterprise, and he wasn’t giving 
orders, but the bankers got the 
message. There was a little 
squawking, but not much. And 
no more banks raised rates. 
In doing this, Johnson was 
doing what Kennedy had tried 
to do in a nice way two years 
ago. But in the end Kennedy 
had to get rough and tough. Be­

years are up he may be doing 
likewise. He hopes not. 
Two years ago, in his desire 
to prevent a wage price spira 
lf rom getting started, Kennedy 
pressured the steel industry and

Or he 
thought he did. 
He persuaded the union, in its 
negotiations with the industry, 
to sign a new contract that gave 
them some fringe benefits but 
no wage increase. In exchange

A divisor of 140 will be used 
to divide into Ohio’s 1960 popu­ 
lation (the last federal census), 
and this will give a population 
ratio of roughly 69,000. Each 
ratio of 69,000 would be entitled 
to one seat in the house. At 
present the divisor is IOO and 
the ratio 97,000. 
Smaller counties with less 
than 69,000 population—now en­ 
titled to a seat of their own— 
would have to share a represent­ 
ative with another county or part 
of another county. 
The larger counties, some with 
many times the population rat 
io, would face a more compli­ 
cated system. 
They could be entitled to one 
representative for each popula 
tion ratio but an equal number 
of representatives would have 
to be elected at-large from each 
congressional district in the 
county. 
Some counties with metropo 
litan areas include more than 
one congressional district. 
In the case of odd numbers 
where equal distribution among 
the congressional districts would 
be impossible, the balance would 
be elected from the county at- 
large. 
Say, for instance, that Cuya­ 
hoga County with its four con­ 
gressional districts would be en­ 
titled to 23 representatives. Five 
would be elected at-large from 
each congressional district and 
the other three from the county 
at-large. 
As for the shaping of districts 
involving more than one county, 
this would be left up to the State 
Apportionment Board.

SAIGON, 
South 
Viet Nam 
(AP) — Two young Vietnamese 
sat in a coffee shop on Saigon’s 
Le Loi Boulevard this week 
comparing notes on how they 
had evaded the horrors of war. 
Both are 21 years old. Both 
come from good families. Both 
wore the tight-fitting tapered 
slacks that are the rage here 
now, and both sported ducktail 
haircuts. 
“They almost got me,” one 
laughed. “I got as far as the 
Quang Trung induction center, 
but I never made it through the 
physical. A friend had told me 
how you can rub metal powder 
into your chest and it shows up 
in the X-rays. It looks just like 
tuberculosis.” 
“I wasn’t 
so 
lucky,” the 
youth’s companion said. “I was 
sworn in and all, but last month 
they were grabbing so many 
people there just wasn’t room 
for all of us at Quang Trung. 
After a couple days of starva­ 
tion they sent me home and told 
me to wait. I’ll wait all right — 
about 50 years. I figure I can 
hide out in Dalat or some 
place.” 
At an office in a big military 
compound in another part of 
town 
a 
38-year-old 
captain 
stared listlessly out of his win­ 
dow at the sun-acorched street 
below. 
“Ah, how much I would give 
to get out of this,” he said. “I 
suppose I’m lucky I don’t have 
to fight, and in the last year I 
have been promoted twice, but 
I’m sick of it all the same. For 
the enlisted men it’s only three 
years, if they’re lucky. But for 
the officers it’s forever. Once 
they get you as an officer you 
never get out until the end of 
the war or until you’re too odd to 
work. As for the war, my chil­ 
dren will be fighting it and their 
children too.” 
The sun also was beating 
down on a grimy yellow stucco 
building about 30 miles south of 
Saigon. The concrete supports 
under the building left a space 
of about three feet between the 
floor beams abd the ground and 
about 40 troops were camped rn 
this space. It affords protectioi 
from the sun and rain if not 
from the rats. 
The building had been taken 
over as a headquarters for one 
of the units involved in pacify­ 
ing the Mekong River delta. It 
was siesta time and hammocks 
were strung under the building, 
in the building and from trees 
all around. 
In a cubicle in the building, a 
young Vietnamese artillery offi­ 
cer was dozing on a cot ,a cloud 
of mosquitoes droning over his 
head. A U.S. adviser strode in, 
his face hard with irritation. 
“I realize you need your beau­ 
ty sleep, lieutenant,” the Ameri­ 
can said, “but we have some 


fire missions coming up this 
afternoon and those guns need 
to be moved. Let’s go, huh?” 
The Vietnamese stirred, “Oh, 
I’m sorry but I go My Tho this 
afternoon. Capt. Thanh said OK 
I go.” 
“I know many pretty girls in 
My Tho but we gotta war to 
fight. Can't you go tomorrow?” 
the American asked. 
The 
lieutenant 
smiled 
and 
shrugged 
and the 
American 
knew he would have to find 
someone else to take care of the 
guns. 
War in South Viet Nam is like 
that. War is also a mob of sol­ 
diers with fire in their eyes 
storming a line of Viet Cong 
bunkers, fighting and dying with 
courage that would be a credit 
to any army. 
But it is a long war and the 
times for courage are rare. The 
main thing is just to last it out 
somehow, without getting killed 
It is hard to measure the mor­ 
ale of the South Vietnamese 
fighting forces and the fighting 
spirit of the people who support 
them. Morale never seems to be 
so low that soldiers just stop 
fighting. 
But 
morale 
never 
seems to be high enough to sat­ 
isfy 
American 
standards 
of 
what is necessary to win. 
Since 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Nguyen 
Khanh seized power as premier 
last Jan. 30 a lot of things have 
been done to boost the welfare 
of the 615,000 fighting men un­ 
der his command. The draft 
was stepped up to get replace­ 
ments for exhausted line veter­ 
ans. Last year the draft practi­ 
cally stopped. Last month 12,000 
recruits were hauled into induc­ 
tion centers. 
Salaries were increased for 
all ranks of all services. Now a 
private with two children earns 
the equivalent of nearly $30 a 
month and a major general 
around $259. Promotion and dec 
oration policies were liberal • 
ized. 
Life was also made a little 
easier for the quarter million 
men 
in 
the 
“paramilitary 
forces” — the regional militia . 
men who have been carrying 
the brunt of the war — and the 
casualties — against the Viet 
Cong for the past four years. 
Vietnamese soldiers are not 
issued food and they must buy 
or steal and prepare everything 
they eat. The money issued for 
buying food became a little 
freer this year. 
But despite these benefits the 
war has not been going any bet 
ter. The armed forces wreck 
one Viet Cong unit after another 
but the enemy keeps growing in 
strength and continues to sap 
the blood and energy of the 
troops. 
And in a continuous undertone 
the 
enemy 
keeps 
preaching 
peace to the soldiers. For exam­ 
ple, weeping old women walk 
into a Saigon hospital to talk to 


wounded soldiers, telling them 
how 
the 
National 
Liberation 
Front — Viet Cong — only seeks 
peace for the nation and an end 
of 20 years of bloodshed. Some 
of the men listen before the old 
women are arrested. 
Such things seep into the Viet­ 
namese 
army, 
undermining 
fighting morale. 
It is a hard, frustrating life. 
Desertions 
from 
the 
regular 
army average about six per 1,- 
000 men per month. Police cur­ 
rently are looking for about 8,- 
000 deserters but punishment 
for desertion is only a few 
months in jail and then rein­ 
statement in the army. 
Viet Cong forces of all types, 
whose numerical strength has 
been rocketing during the past 
four years despite heavy battle 
losses, now number up to 114,- 
000. This gives the government 
a six-to-one numerical edge, but 
experts on guerrilla warfare 
from 
Malaya 
and 
elsewhere 
maintain the government must 
have an edge of IO to 15 regular 
troops for every guerrilla to 
start winning. 
American officials who accept 
these figures hold that the Viet­ 
namese armed forces would 
have to be at least doubled to 
start holding the line and win­ 
ning. Prospects of any such in­ 
crease in armed forces strength 
are very small. For one thing, 
much of the nation’s draftable 
youth lives in Viet Cong-con­ 
trolled areas. For another, the

Adler has said, “It provides us 
with a fictional world that re­ 
flects and illuminates the actual 
world of our experience.” 
Literature enables us to learn 
history in a practical sense. That 
history is a dull book full of dat­ 
es, battles, and wars is the er- 
ronous concept many students 
have. On the contrary, history is 
made of real people who thought 
and felt the same emotions we 
feel today. 
Literature gives us a glimpse 
inside the m i n d s and lives of 
characters who represent t h e 
people of centuries ago. For ex­ 
ample, Shakespeare was a very 
able playwright who portrayed 
his characters as true Elizabeth­ 
an people with Elizabethan be­ 
liefs and ideals. Through litera­ 
ture a portion of history is pre­ 
served forever in its true undis­ 
torted form. 
Literature was not intended to 
be for a few select intellectuals. 
Quotes from the works of Shakes­ 
peare can s t i l l profit a man of 
the world today. H i g h schools 
are obligated to give every stu­ 
dent an equal chance toward the 
beginnings of m e n t a l growth 
through literature.
